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COOPER PARDONED 
BY GOV. PATTERSON 


Tennessee Executive Upsets 
Supreme Court’s Affirma- 
tion of Sentence Almost 
as It Is Uttered. 


NO STRING TO FREEDOM. 


Son Wins New Trial on Charge 
of Murdering Senator Car- 
mack; Indignation Runs 

High in State. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 18.—[Special.]—Col. 
Duncan B. Cooper, convicted slayer of ex- 
Senator E. W. Carmack, was granted uncon- 
ditional pardon by Gov. Patterson this after- 
noon. 

The manner of the release of the colonel 
was dramatic. The State Supreme court had 
just affirmed the trial court's sentence of 
Cooper to twenty years’ imprisonment. 

At the same time the court had handed 
down another decision reversing the trial 
verdict against Robin Cooper, the colonel’s 
gon, and remanding his case for a new trial. 
Robin Cooper has been convicted jointly with 
his father and had been sentenced for a simi- 
lar term of twenty years. 

In both cases the Supreme court was di- 
vided, a majority holding against the elder 
Cooper and in favor of the son. 


Takes Verdict Out of Judge’s Mouth. 

It was while Chief Justice Beard was read- 
ing his dissenting opinion in the cage of the 
colonel that Gov. Patterson, a close political 
and personal friend of the Coopers, wrote the 
full pardon for the father, saying: 

“ Being thoroughly familiar with the rec- 
ord, having read all the testimony, and testi- 
fied to certain facts within my personal 
knowledge, it is neither desirable nor neces- 
sary to delay action for a petition to be 
presented, asking executive clemency. 

in my opinion, neither of the defendants 
is guilty, and they did not have a fair and im- 
partial trial, but were convicted contrary to 
the law and the evidence. The action of the 
Supreme court in vacating the judgment as 
to Robin Cooper leaves the sentence of final 
conviction as to his co-defendant. The proof 
showed that Robin Cooper killed the de- 
@eeased, and that D. B. Cooper did not fire 
a shot. 

Without reflection upon the court it is in- 
conceivable to my mind and repugriant to 
every principle of justice that a man should 
be found gui of murder, who was not ina 
conspiracy to Mill, and who, in fact, did not 
A

pardon was entered in the secretary ofstate’s 
office. At once he was surrounded by a great 
crowd of friends séeking to congratulate 
him. He was as calm and even cheerful 
througty it all as if he had received an 
acquittal. The reversal in his son's case

Cooper is 65 years old. | 

“I wanted Robin's vindication more than 
I wanted a pardon,” was his remark when 
told of the governor’s action in behalf of 
bimself. Leaving the crowd that had gath- 
ered he entered @ carriage and, accompanied 
by the marshal, was driven to the c 1 jail, 
where formalities in connection With the 
pardon were gone through with an@ he was 
released. Robin Cooper is under 4 $25,000 
bend. His friends predict that he will not 
again be arraigned for trial. 

The opinions of the Supreme court were 
read before a room packed to suffocation, the 
corridors being crowded with those unable to 
gain entrance. The friends of the late Sen- 
ator Carmack are indignant over the action 
of the governor and the matter was discussed 
during the afternoon by excited groups of 
men on the streets. 


Political Effect Will Be Felt. 

The effect of the sensational release of the 
two convicted men—who killed their bitter 
enemy, ex-Senator Carmack, on the street in 
Nashville on Nov. 9, 1908—probably will be to 
stir up afresh the bitter political animosities 
in the state. 

Gov. Patterson is the leader of the anti- 
Prohibition forces in Tennessee. Carmack 
was the chief of the prohibition movement. 
Patterson was a most important witness for 
the defense at the trial of the Coopers for the 
killing of Carmack. Cooper is held to be 
Patterson’s chief political adviser. 

Opinion seems general that the old factional 
lines—Patterson and anti-Patterson—are now 
to be drawn tighter than ever. A governor 
and state judiciary are soon to be elected. 
The state Democratic committee, dominated 
by Patterson men, recently called a blanket 
primary for June 4 to make nominations. 


Charge Trick to Curb Court. 
Enemies of Patterson freely charged the 
inclusion of the judiciary as an attempt to 
wield a club over the Supreme court, which 


had the Cooper case under advisement and 


every member of which was a candidate for 
re#léction. Matters were complicated by the 
refusal of Chief Justice Beard and Justices 
Shields and Neil to enter the primary. The 
will run independently. |; 

Many of Patterson’s friends are urging him 
to announce his candidacy, while equally 
strong pressure is being used to induce him 
to run for United States senator to succeed 
James B. Frazier. Mr. Frazier, a candidate 
to succeed himself, has refused to enter the 
June primary.

ECHO orb CONTROVERSY. 


Second Church Pastor Opposed Theo- 
logian’s Expulsion, 


The Foster controversy which last year 
shook t Chicago Baptist ministers’ confer- 
ence hag an echo u the resignation of the 
Rev. Donald D. MacLaurin, a denominational! 
leader, from the pastorate of the Second Bap- 
tum church. The resignation was accepted 
by the members last evening over many pro- 
tests and by a close vote. 

Dr. MacLeuria joined with a number of 
professors in opposing the expulsion of Prof. 
George Burman Foeter of the University of 
Chicago from the conference. Without com- 
mitting himself one way or another to Prof. 
Foster's views, the pastor insisted the ac- 
tion was unconstitutional After the expul- 
sion had been voted Dr. MacLaurin offered 
his resignation from the conference, but this 
wae not accepted. 

Since then there has been a marked di- 
vision in the church, some members support- 
ing Dr. MacLaurin and others ¢riticising 
bis stand, which they construe@ as a de- 
fense of Prof. Foster’s views. To some of 
his friends the pastor confided that he felt 
he must leave. Moet of the members of the 
congregation, however, were ignorant of 
his feelings. 


Considered at Special Meeting. 

The announcement of his decision to re- 
sign, made from the pulpit on Sunday, caused 
surprise. A special meeting to consider the 
matter was called for last evening. 

“I feel that the church has made a mis- 
take,” said one of the congregation after- 
ward. Dr. MacLaurin is one of the strong - 
est men we ever Had. He has not only kept 
the old membership intact but has brought 
many new members in, and his critics wil 
find they have erred before long.” 

“The resignation was a surprise to me,“ 
said A. E. Wells, who as president of the 
board of trustees presided at the meeting. 
I was not entitled to vote. Perflups 1 should 
have voted against the resignation, but, all 
things being considered, I think it best for 
him to go.“ 

The Rev. Reuben E. Manning. pastor of the 
Garfield Park Baptist church and at the time 
of the Foster controversy superintendent of 
the Baptist city mission work in Chicago— 
under the direction of the iifnisters’ confer- 
ence—said he had expected trouble. 

“I don’t know whether Dr. MacLaurin ap- 
proved of Dr. Foster's teachings,” he said 
last evening, but I do know he was opposed 
to the action of the conference. I know 
something of the feeling in the Second church 
and fet sure the resignation would be ac- 
cepted.”’ |

BENEFIT TO HELP | 


International Harvester Com- 
pany Launches Plan for As- 
suming Liability for 
Shop Injuries. 


AHEAD OF STATE LAWS. 


Concern Voluntarily Inaugu- 
rates System More Liberal 


than Required in Ger- 
many or England. 


The Internationa] Harvester company, 
which employs more than 26,000 men in indus- 
trial plants, loeated in a half dosen states, 
voluntarily will adopt a system of employer's 
ability for death and injury. The company, 
on May 1, will put into éffect a plan more 
far reaching and beneficial to employes than 
the systems required by law Germany and 
England. It will be the first adoption of the 
principle of employer's Mability to be tried 
on any considerable scale in the United 
States. 

The plan of the International Harvester 
company, as announced by d. A. Ranney of 
the general manager's office last night, will 
wipe out the imitations of the Illinois con- 
tributory negligence and “ fellow workman "’ 
law, In every case of accident, with the ex- 
ception of those caused by intoxication or 
willful disregard of safety appliances, and 
then only in the case of the one responsible, 
the company will assume liability. 

The purpose of the plan, as set forth in 
prospectuses which will be sent out to every 
employé next week, is “to insure to em- 
ployés at the works, the twine, steel, and 
lumber mille, and mines prompt, definite, and 
adequate compensation for injuries result- 
ing from accidents occurring to them while 
engaged in the performance of their duties, 
and also to provide compensation to the rela- 
tives dependent upon any employé whose 
death results from such accident.” 

Radical Features of Plan. 

The radical departure of this plan lies in 
the fact that the company casts aside the de- 
fenses of “contributory negligence,” “ as- 
sumed risk,” and of the fellow servant ” 
doctrine, and proposes to pay, without regard 
to any question of its legal liability, a defi- 
nite scale of compensation to all its employés 
who are injured as the result of accidents oc- 
curring while they are at work. 

The scale of compensation provided is as 
follows: 

In cage (t death there will be paid three 
years’ @verage wages, but not less than 61.8 


. Ror mere than $4,000, 


In case of the less ofa hand or fost, one and 
one-half years’ waged, but in no vent lees than 
$500 nor more than $2,000. 

For the loss of bath hands or both feet, or 
one hand and one foot, four years’ wages, but 
in no event less than $3,000, 

In case of other injuries, one-fourth wages 
during the first thirty days of disability; if 
Gisability continues beyond thirty days, one- 
half wages during the continuance thereof, but 
not for more than two years from the date of 
the accident. Thereafter, if total disability 


continues, a pension will be paid. 


Will Create Benefit Fund. 

Provision is made so that the employes may 
increase the benefits to be paid during the 
first thirty days of disability to an amount 
equal to half wages. This is accomplished 
by the creation of a benefit fund, to which 
employés earning $50 a month or less will 
contribute 6 cents a month; employés earn- 
ing more than §50 and less than §100, 8 cents 
a month; and employés ¢arning more than 
$100, 10 cents a month. 

These contributions, together with the one- 
fourth wages paid by the company, will be 
sufficient to provide half pay for all injured 
employés during the first thirty days of 
disability. 

Under the plan no employee loses any legal 
rights which he now has. He still retains 
the privilege of bringing a suit for damages 
against the company. The plan, however, 
does provide that, if the employé shall de- 
cide to accept the benefits, then that such ac- 
ceptance shall have theeffect of releasing the 
company from all further liability arising 
out of the accident for which the benefits 
were paid 


Protection for Employes Certain. 

“This plan is the result of careful investi- 
gation and consideration by the officers of 
the company,” said Harold F. McCormick, 
vice president. “It is generally conceded 
that the present system of dealing with in- 
dustrial accidents in this country is bad, and 
wastefu) to all concerned. Our effort has 
been to work out some practical method of 
compensation which would be fair and lib- 
eral to our employés. This plan will give 
every employé assurance of compensation 
for any injury which he may receive in the 
course of his employment, wholly irrespec- 
tive of the question of whether the company 
ie legally Mable or not; and, further, it will 
provide this compensation promptly and at 
the time when it is most needed.“ 

The advantages of the plan over any sys- 
tem that could be enforced by state laws with-. 
out years of agitation, as in the cases of Eng- 
land and Germany, was set forth by Mr. 
Ranney. 

Benefits Payable at Once. 

„Our plan provides for the payments of 
benefits or compensation from the date of the 
accident,” he said. Statistics show that 80 
per cent of all of the industrial aceidents of 
the International Harvester company do not 
last longer than twelve working days. 
Therefore, we feel that it would work an 
injustice to these employés, who are injured 
while in the course of their duty, not to re-

Besides the many separate inapections the 
railroad changed the individuals who did the 
work constantly so that any conspiracy would 
have been practically impossible. I never 
gave anything to any of the railroad em- 
ployés unless it might be a box of cigars asa 
Christmas present or something of that sort, 
the same as I did with my own men. 

The extent of my dealings with the road? 
Well, we repaired from 2,000 to 3,000 cars a 
year and the bill on each car ranged from 
$150 to $275. I furnished the materials for 
part of them and the company for others. 
The company fixed the price to be paid for re- 
pairs and if I could not buy them in the mar-

Construction work on the new city ball was 
stopped yesterday by a strike of 600 bufiding 
trades workers. This is the second strike on 
the building within six months. The cause 
of the trouble is the employment of fourteen 
marble setters brought from New York by 
Bradley Sons company. 

The marble work, originally let to the John 
Peirce company, was sublet to the New York 
concern. William P. Corley, business agent 
ot the Marble Workers’ union. at whose in- 
stance the strike was called, declared that 
the Bradley concern brought the men here 
to avoid the employment of union marbie 
workers, as the officials of the company in 
the east persistently have fought the union. 

There are no disputes about the scale of 
wages. The eastern men came with travel- 
ing ecards of the Bricklayers’ union. Officers 
of that organization verified the cards. This 
situation complicates the matter and makes 
the fight one against both the subcontractors 
end the brickla vers union.

The judges of the contest will be Sherman 
Kingsley, E. B. De Groot, and Graham R. 
Taylor. 

“The purpose is to stimulate among as 
many people as possible the impulse to rem- 
edy conditions as they now exist,’’ said Mrs. 
Russell Tyson, president of the lower north 
district council. We hope to pérsuade many 
of the people into a healthy dissatisfaction 
with their suroundings.”’ 

Illustrating the discussion of conditions, 
Prof. James H. Tufts of the University of 
Chicago and Chief Sanitary Inspector Charles 
B. Ball explained a series of pictures taken 
from the slum districts of Chicago. 

Prof. Tufts advocated the enactment of a 
law regulating the number of buildings to be 
erected on given areas and apportioning a 
proper amount of space about every dwelling 


grounds. 

In Chicago there are 13,000 alley homes,“ 
said Mr. Ball. It is impossible for children 
to develop normally under such conditions, 
and these places should beabolished by law.“ 


STATE INSPECTOR OF WEIGHTS. 
ADVOCATED BY CITY SEALER. 


Chicago Official Says He Believes In- 
spection System Is Needed in Every 
City ot the Country. 


Rockford, III., April 13.—{Special.]—A plea 
for the creation of the office of state inspector 
of weights and measures was made by John 
Kjellander, city seal of Chicago, in an ad- 
dress here tonight unfler the auspices of the 
Rockford club. 

“I am confident that we will obtain it,“ 
sald Mr. Kjellander. “I believe an inspec- 
tion system is necessary not only in Chicago 
but in every city in the country. Conditions 
are as chaotic as can well be imagined.”’ 

Relating his experiences in Chicago he sald: 

“There is no trade or line of business that 
we have dug into in Chicago that we have 
failed to unearth some old custom, practice. 
or fraud, if you please, whereby the seller 
gained an unfair advantage over the custom- 
er. In Chicago incorrect scales and measures 
are a thing of the past. The great difficulty 
is this: they do not use the correct scales cor- 
rectly, and therein Hes the frau“ 

The speaker said the poor people of Chi- 
cago are today getting their coal at about 
half the price they paid a year ago, that the 
ice man no longer belleves he can guess bet- 
ter than he can weigh, and that no loaf of 
bread weighs less than thirteen and one-half 
ounces. 


QUEER CLAUSE IN GRANT WILL. 


Husband Given Income on Estate, but It 
Can Be Used Only to Further 
His Comfort, 


New York, April 13.—[{Special.}—The wil! 
of Fannie C. Grant, wife of Ulysses 8. Grant 
Jr., son of Gen. Grant, was filed in the West- 
chester county surrogate’s officetoday. Mrs. 
Grant left the entire income to her husband. 
One of the interesting paragraphs in the will 
is the following: 

“I give to my husband whatever interest 
I may receive or might have received for life 
in the estate of his mother, Mrs. Julia D. 
Grant, to enjoy during his life as fully as I 
might have enjoyed it if living. 

“Inasmuch as the purposes of said Julia 
D. Grant in creating the said interest In her 
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proper nourishment. She said that to start 
the boycott before the Jewish Easter season, 
when other nourishing foods were forbidden, 
would rob them of food of which they were in 
dire need.

ALERM0O, Sicily, Jan. 25.—More than half 
the men of Sicily are in blood of the 
Greek type. The prevailing. culture of 
the Sicilian is fundamentally Greek. It 
remains to trace changes in blood and 

enlture which have taken place since Sicily 
became a province of Rome—the granary of 
Italy. 

Rome was master of f£icily from 210 B. C. to 
440 A. D. Many events of importance took 
place during this 650 years, but the history of 
the period is dreary as compared with that of 
the Greek régime. 

For a while the Roman government remainea 
on terms of friendship with the Sicilian Greeks. 
Certain cities enjoyed special privileges. But 
so far as the peasants or the real laborers are 
concerned, it would seem that they had simply 
changed masters. Rome dé¥eiloped Sicily sole- 
ly with the idea of making it a profitable. de- 
pendency, in order to increase its ability to pay 
taxes. 

The position of the Sicilfans, hitherto free, 
sank lower and lower. The struggles of Rome 
with Carthage during the Punic wars led to an 


trade. Captives were brought to Sicily from 
all parts of the world. Rich Sicilians and Ro- 
man landlords divided up the country into great 
estates, which were worked by slaves. As in 
Rome, domestic slaves enjoyed a certain amount 
of freedom, even of education. But for the 
slaves in the fields, there was no escape from a 
continuous life of cruel toil.

Finally they revolted. The first slave war 
broke out in 134 B. C. One of Pye number, a 
Syrian, was declared king, and from the in- 
terior of the island waged a three: years’ war.

By 1090 they had subdued the whole 
island. They found it prosperous and valuable. 
The line of Robert Guiscard became extinct in 
1127 and Count Roger II. was crowned king at 
Palermo in 1130. Sicily again became great. 
The Arabs were conquered and Roumania was 
captured from the Greeks. Under the emperor 
Frederick II., 1197-1250, Sicily reached her 
greatest height. 

Of Frederick it has been said that “he be- 
Icngej to the eighteenth century and not to the 
time of the erusades.“ Under him the univer- 
sities of Naples and Padua were founded. Dants 
ascribes the rise of Italian literature to the im- 
petus he gave to the development of intellectual! 
life. 

The third element of Italian blood and cul- 
ture is the Norman. The descendants of the 
fresh importation of blood at this period are 
seen in the tall men, with strong, broad chests, 
gray eyes, light hair, broad heads, and finely 
moildel faces, in stature not ‘pwniike that of 
northern Italians. 

Norman kings and German emperors had an- 
gered the popes of Rome, and u 1268 Conradin, 
last of the Germanic imperial lines, was exe- 
cuted. Pope Clement IV. offered the crown to 
the king of England and then to ‘Charles of 
Anjou and Provence. Fourteen years later Con- 
radin’s execution was expiated. Charles reigned 
supreme and began to withdraw the liberty 
granted to the people by the Normans and to 
grind them with taxes. Sicily began to suffer 
and to fall from the high state which she had 
reached under Saracens and Normans, as she 
had when Rome succeeded the Greeks. An ex- 
led patriot, of noble birth and highly educated, 
returned to Sicily to rescue his country from 
the rule of Charles. But Charles had already 
been disposed of. 


Massacre of the French. 


In the night of Easter, 1282, when the people 
had met for vespers, acting upon an impulse 
growing out of a trifling event, the Sicilians 
turned upon the 4,000 French in Palermo, and 
of men, women, and chiliren, officers, soldiers, 
and priests, none escaped. The Sicilian vespers 
had expiated the death of Conradin, but the 
infamy of the massacre, however much may 
have been the provocation, has left an indelible 


stamp. 

In 91282 Peter of Aragon became ruler of 
Sicily, and for 140 years it continued under 
this house. It suffered much, was repeatedly 
devastated, and the condition of serfdom of 
the people under the nobility was greater than 
ever before. Next it became a dependency of 
the kingdoms of Naples and Spain.

Testifies He Suggested Robert 
E. Cantwell as Lawyer 
for Defense. 


BLAMES THE CHINAMEN.

Cross Examination Today Is Ex- 
pected to Be a Bitter 
Affair. 


Harry H. Stridiron, perjurer, testified yes- 
terday to the details of his purchase and de- 
livery. He told his story to a jury in Judge 
Barnes’ court, where Hip Lung or Moy Dong 
Hoy and his brother, Moy Dong Chew, 
wealthy leaders of Chinatown, are on trial 
for subornation of perjury. 3 

He was allowed a free rein by the attorneys 
for the defense, who will cross examine him 
today. It is expected by those who are fa- 
millar with the plans of tHe two attorneys, 
Patrick H. O'Donnell and Charles E. Erb- 
stein, to prove to be a bitter cross examina- 
' tion. 

This is due to the part played by Robert R 
Cantwell, who was indicted with Stridiron 
tor subornation of perjury, who brought 
Stridiron back to the United States from 
Paris to turn state's evidence, resulting in the 
indictment of the Chinamen, and who prob- 
ably. Will receive an immunity bath with 
Stridiron ff the defendants are convicted. 

It is their contention that. not the China- 
men on trial for murder but their attorney, 
Cantwell, hired Stridiron to perjure himeelf 
at the murder trial. 


Away on Night of Murder. 

Stridiron told how, on Oct. 16, 1907, he had 
left Chicago an hour before the murder on a 
train bound for Wisconsin with the White 
Sox Rooters’ association, how he had left the 
party at Milwaukee and returned to Chicago 
the same night. The next morning, he said, 
he met Moissand in front of the Morrison 
hotel, at which he lived, and was told by him 
of the murder, which he claimed to have seen.

WAGE EARNERS NEED TARIFF 
REVISION. 2 

Representative Payne, one of the god- 
fathers of the new tariff law, is opposed, 
along with a majority of the members 
of the ways and means committee, to 
emending the law by putting cattle and 
meats on the free list for a xear. Those 
who favor this think it would reduce the 
price of foodstuffs, which we all know is 
painfully high. Mr. Payne is against the 
proposed suspension of duties because it 
would reopen the tariff question and dis- 
turb business. 
meats on the free list he says nothing, 
but he contends that the great demand 
for foodstuffs ia due to increase in busi- 
ness and wages and the almost universal 
employment of labor. He-moralizes thus: 
“All the people have plenty of money, 
which tends often to extravagance and 
waste.” 

There are millions of wage earners in 
this country who, having in mind the high 
cost of living, deny that they have 
“plenty of money,” and say that even 
with rigid economy it is hard for them 
to make both ends meet. Statistics com- 
piled by the Wall Street Journal, which 


Ys by no means a wage earners’ organ, 


support their claim that they have not 
“plenty of money” with commodity 
prices what they are. 

It appears that, taking 1897 as a start- 
ing point, by 1909 the yearly wage had 
risen 22.4 per cent. But during that 
same period commodity prices rose 45.5 
per cent. This means that while the 
Wage earner got more money, the pur- 
chasing power of his income had declined 
15 per cent. Nominally he was a gainer, 
actually he was a loser. But during the 
years in question railroad dividends rose 
131.8 per cent. The conclusion of the 
Wall Street Journal is that 


A comparison of wages with the cost of living 
falls to show that the wage earning and salaried 
classes have benefited through our high tariff and 
high price régime, while the great increases in 
dividend payments, in corporation earnings, and in 
etock prices clearly indicate that the so-called well 
to do classes have derived very great benefits from 
this régime. 

Here is the justification of those Repub- 
licans who for the sake of the wage 
earners fought at the special session of 
congress for a downward revision of the 
tariff. Here is the justification of those 
Republicans who in Indiana and else- 
where are still contending for it and for 
a tariff commission, so that the revision 
may be just to consumers and producers. 
Nor will they abandon their contention 
until they shal] have carried their point 
and got a fair deal for the wage earners.

Shakspeare may “spell ruin” to theat- 
rical managers in England and America, 
although Mr. Arnold Bennett tells us 


how Sir Charles Wrogan reanimated a 


moribund playhouse with one of the dra- 
mas, but it is to Germany that the Bard 
of Avon looks with ever realized hope, 
It is a well known fact that Germany 
has always been a most enthusiastic sup- 
porter of the plays. It is asserted, too, 
that German scholars have written «nore 
books about Shakspeate and his ‘work 
than have those of all other countries put 
together. : 

The knowledge of Shakspeare in Ger 
many was made almost universal by the 
translations of Von Schlegel, used by 
most dramatic performers there, and his 
proverbs and sayings are in common use 
not only in books but in the.mouths of 
the people. In Berlin, Munich, Dresden, 
and other large cities several of his plays 
are given every year, and some of the 
leading stage folk have made their repu- 
tation in Shakspearean roles. 

They take no stock over there in the 
Baconian theory. They know better than 
that, for they can prove that Shakspeare 
was in reality a German, his true name 
being Schüttelspeer, and he was of the 
same blood as Hans Sachs, Goethe, and 
Schiller.

While Emperor Nicholas reluctantly consented to re- 
ceive a visit at St. Petersburg from King Peter of Ser- 
via and thus raised, after a fashion, the boycott or- 
ganized by all other foreign rulers against the monarch 
of Servia, in consequence of his failure to punish, or 
even to dismiss from his entourage, the actual assassins 
of his predecessor on the throne, the czar was far less 
gracious or cordial to him than to King Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria, who had been at St. Petersburg a week earlier. 
Nicholas made it clear that he did not consider Peter 
entitled to the same respect and consideration as Ferdi- 
nand. 

There was no warmth in his welcome. The embrace 
prescribed by etiquette on such occasions, when the 
czar and Peter met, did not take place, and, in Meu of 
the kiss on both cheeks accorded by Nicholas to Ferdi- 
nand of Bulgaria, all that he granted to King Peter was 
a cold, limp handshake. Nor did Nicholas accord to 
Peter the title of “brother,” which is customary be- 
tween crowned heads. It was the substitution of the 
word “friend “ by the great-grandfather of the present 
czar—namely, Emperor Nicholas I.—in his dealings with 
Napoleon III., whom he persisted in regarding as a 
revolutionary adventurer, that brought about France's 
participation in the Crimean wer against Russia in 1855.

The Russian orders bestowed upon the officers, the 
ministers, and the court dignitaries who accompanied 
King Peter to St. Petersburg were markedly inferior to 
those conferréd by the czar upon the members of thé 
suite of King Ferdinand. In the emperor's speech at 
the official banquet given in honor of Peter he refrained 
pointedly from using the words “I am sure that under 
the wise government of your majesty your country will 
continue to make steady progress,” which he had em- 
ployed in toasting the ruler of Bulgaria; and, by way of 
a climax, when Peter asked the emperor to accept his 
highest order of knighthood, the star of Karageorge, 
Nicholas declined, and expressed his preference for the 
inferior Servian order of St. Sava, on the ground that 
the order of Karageorge included among its members 
most of the actual murderers of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga. 

The czar plainly indicated that he did not relish form- 
ing part of a brotherhood—that is to say, an order of 
knighthood which comprised assassins in its ranks. 

In short, Peter's visit to the court of St. Petersburg 
was characterized by a succession of well merited hu- 
miliations, which are likely to be repeated in other 
European capitals if he persists in demanding to be re- 
ceived there before having ridden himself of his regi- 
cide entourage.

One of the peculiarities of the baronetage of which 
few people are aware, even in Great Britain, is that 
whereas the widow of a peer loses all official right to her 
title on remarriage, a baronet’s widow retains her title 
for the remainder of her life, no matter how many times 
she may marry again. That is to say, the widow of the 
late duke of Hamilton and Brandon, on marrying in 1897 
R. Carnaby Forster, ceased to have any right to the 
title of duchess, which is accorded to her in society as a 
matter of courtesy, but which ig denied to her at court 
and at all official ceremonies and state functions. 

Her rank as duchess remained to her only through 
her marriage to the duke and during her widowhood; 
whereas the wife of a baronet remains officially entitled 
to all the rank. status, privileges, and precedence of a 
baronetess for the remainder of her days, no matter 
how many times she may marry again; and she can 
continue to style herself, even at court, by the name 
of the one of her husbands who was a baronet, with the 
prefix of “ Lady.” 

Of course, this occasionally leads to awkward contre- 
temps, some people finding it difficult to understand that 
husband and wife should bear different names; and, not 
only on the continent of Europe but in the remoter 
portions of Scotland, in Wales, and in the lake dis- 
tricts of England, cautious innkeepers have hesitated 
about according accommodation to a, say, “Mr. Smith” 
and “Lady Brown,” traveling as man and wife, until 
convinced with difficulty that they were lawfully mar- 
ried to one another.

Any one who recalls the late Sir James Knowles, the 
founder, proprietor, and editor of the Nineteenth Cen- 
tury Review, and who remembers how careful he was 
in thé selection of his contributors, will be amazed to 
find in the Nineteenth Century Review for the current 
month a foolish article promulgating a plan for dis- 
counting Germany’s naval preparations by forthwith 
sinking every battleship and cruiser she possesses, and 
which bears as the name of its writer “Sir Edmund C. 
Cox, Bart.” 

Now there is no bona fide baronet of that name In 
fact, “Sir” Edmund Cox is one of those pseudo baro- 
nets whose unwarrantable assumptienps have led to the 
recent reorganization of the baronetage by the crown. 
The Cox baronetcy is, or rather was, an Irish one, cre- 
ated at the beginning of the eighteenth century, and is 
officially declared by ulster king at arms—that is to 
say, by the representative of the crown in Ireland in 
such matters as these—to have become extinct in 1878. 

There are several claimants to the honor, though none 
of them has succeeded in establishing his pretensions, 
and, while in most of the standard works of reference 
the Cox baronetcy is ignored altogether as no longer 
existing, in one or two of the others it is mentioned as 
having been assumed, without warrant, and as officially 
presumed to be extinct. 

“Sir” Edmund Cox was formerly a subordinate po- 
lice officer out in Bombay, and lives in a quiet way at 
West Ealing, a suburb of London. How he ever could 
have managed to get the nonsense he has written about 
the German navy accepted by a review of the standing 
and prestige of the Nineteenth Century, together with 
his description on the title page as a bone fide baronet, 
is inconceivable. From now on he will be able to point 
to the Nineteenth Century Review of the current month 
as having indorsed his pretensions to the baronetcy 
and as a species of brevet or patent of his title.

MAY HURT RECIPROCITY. 


Administration Officials 
Effect. of Drastic Action 
by Province. |

Washington, D. C., April 13.—[Special.]— 
The proposed action of the province of Que- 
bec, prohibiting export to the United States 
of all pulp wood cut from government owned 
lands, promises to be a serious blow to Pres- 
ident Taft's plans for an early reciprocity 
conference between the two countries. 
Officials of the state department, while they 
diacuss the announcement from Quebec with 
reluctance, admit a feeling of resentment 
that that province should have gone ahead 
at this time with its scheme to Als eae all 
exports of pulp wood. 

The resulting situation 8 acute 
in congress before adjournment of this ses- 
sion. Congressman Mann of Illinois, who in- 
troduced bills and resolutions in December 
to relieve the pulp and paper situation, ad- 
mitted today that he believed a crisis to be 
near in the pulp and paper situation demand- 
ing immediate attention from the adminis- 
tration or from congress. 

The officials of the state department be- 
lieved, when the tariff agreement with Can- 
ada was announced March 30, that the prov- 
inces of Quebec and New Brunswick would 
not carry out at this time their plan to pro- 
Abit the export of pulp wood. 


Fear for Effect on Conference. 
President Taft and the Canadian officials 
virtually agreed to an early conference over 
tariff matters, and American officials held to 
the belief that neither the dominion nor any 
of its provinces, would further complicate 
the tariff situation by adding new restric- 
tions or prohibitions to any kind of export 
trade. 

Quebec’s proposed proh {bition will affect 
vast areas of pulp wood lands which are 
leased from the government by private inter- 
ests. It will not affect privately owned lands 
nor will it bring into operation the retalia- 
tory provisions of the, paper section of the 
tariff law. The aim of the Canadian prov- 
inces, however, is ultimately to compel the 
manufacture of paper, within the dominion 
and to prevent any export of raw matefial. 
“I don’t know how acute this makes the 
paper situation at the‘ preesnt time,“ said 
Congressman Mann today, “ but it will be- 
come necessary for the American govern- 
ment to do something in the near future. 


Wants Immediate Action, 
“ The situation demands attention in some 
way, and will have to be taken care of either 
by the administration or by congress. 
When I introduced my bills and resolu- 
tions last December, it was with the fdea 
of admitting all Canadian paper and pulp 
wood free of duty from those provinces 
which made no export.restrictions or im- 
posed no export taxes. At that time Canada 
would have been willing to make such ternis, 
but I am not sure the terms will be acceptable 
now, even if proposed.“ 
The demand within the.dominjon for the 
building up of a paper making industry, to 
employ Canadian labor has become so great 
that it is considered doubtful whether Can- 
ada will agree to any plan that will permit 
American mills to draw from the Canadian 
pulp wood supply. The action of’ Quebec is 
considered significant of the attitude of the 
entire dominion, and the American plans for 
a reciprocity conference are likely to be 
seriously embarrassed by the Canadian legis- 
lative proposal.

cojlector at New York; H. L. Stimson, 
2 counsel for the government at New 
York, and Assistant Secretary Curtis of the 
treasury department were in conference with 
the president until 6 o’clock tonight. 
It is stated that the contingency of a con- 
gressional investigation did not come up at 
the conference, as the president is confident 
congress will not insist upon such an investi- 
gation if it threatens to hamper the govern- 
ment suits. 

A statement issued from the White house 
tonight announces that “ the conference dis- 
closed the fact that criminal prosecutions 
are being conducted vigorously and that the 
examinations by the treasury department are 
making satisfactory headway.’ 

Mr. Stimson broke away from the confer- 
ence before it was concluded and hurried 
back to New York. The prosecutions before 
the grand jury are proceeding rapidly and 
disclosures of the work of the jury will not be 
long delayed.
